Inauguration of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as president and John 
Garner as vice-president of the 
United States tomorrow is an 
event stirring considerable optim- 
ism among local people as well as 
among persons throughout the na- 
tion. 

Placing into executive control of 
the government of the Democratic 
ticket will result in an immed- 
iate up turn in business and the 
improvement will be noted con- 
tinuously for many months, in the 
opinion of local Bourbon leaders.

However, the bank holiday was 
made necessary by the quiet but 
‘constant withdrawal of cash from 
many banks in the state. Nothing 
serious has happened to Caiifornia 
in declaring this‘holiday, but it 
‘was to prevent a serious condi- 
‘tion that the action was taken by 
the governor of the state. In all 
probability it will be necessary for 
'a while to limit the amount de- 
\ positors may draw from the banks, 
but all will recognize the wisdom 
{of this. Where unlimited with- 
idrawals are permitted the hoard- 
‘ers and the panicky get their 
money at the expense of those who 
have faith and loyalty. Now every 
| depositor is protected alike and 
{there will be no bad effects while 
this rule is in force. In all prob- 
ability the state legislature will 
have put in force by Monday a 
'plan whereby business may go on 
as usual without being hampered 
in any way and the confidence of 
even the panicky or doubtful will 
‘be restored.
